If th e Kelley estimates are 
co rrect, th en Oh io spends unwillingly 
every y ear th e sum o f $15,000,000 o r 
mo re th an eno ugh to run th e entire 
mach inery o f th e state. 
fTh e rat questio n is bro ugh t up in 
Ohio because rats are regarded as th e 
distributo rs and 
spreaders 
o f 
th e 
dread Bubo nic plague wh ich during 
the past ten y ears h as bro ken o ut in 
Iso lated po ints in th e United States 
but wh ich fo rtunately never h as, been 
allo wed to get a fo o tho ld. Sh o uld th e
